Fire Chief Warns Open Burning 
Must be Supervised af All Times 


Ontario Fire Chief A. R. Moyer 
today issued a warning to resi- 
dents of the outlying agricultural 
district of Ontario. 

“Although no permit is neces- 
sary for the burning of rubbish, 
tree trimmings, brush, straw, 
grass or weeds,” Moyer said, ‘‘all 
open burning must be conducted 
between 5 and 11 a. m., and must 
be supervised at all times by a 
person over 14 years of age. 

“We are in the middle of a dan- 
gerous fire period,” the chief said, 
“and every precaution to prevent 
blazes should ba taken.” 

The chief also pointed cut that 
all rags and papers must be 
burned in an incinerator and not 


in the open. 

The chief today urged all resi- 
dents in outlying areas to check 
with the fire department before 
burning rubbish, because in some 
instances outlying homes are still 
within the restricted districts re- 
quiring permits.
